Lund, of the Vikings (a returned sol- 
diier ready to go again), A, U. G, Bury 
and Hon. Frank Oliver, M.P. _ The 
band, too, made an appeal to others 
to enlist as they have done. 

Lieut, Chapinan, of the 202nd, 
briefly gtated the need for 1,600 more 
recruits from Edmonton and district, 
and 6,000 more from Alberta, He 
urged that the C.E.F, be filled up first 
so they can get away, He introduced 
Capt. Lund as one who had fought 
till) he was wounded, He had return- 
ed home and now was ready to go 
again with the Vikings of Canada, 

Capt. Lund, with his slight Scan- 
dinavian accent, was greeted with 
general hearty applause, ‘Khaki 1s 
the only suit that will fit you now 
boys,” said he. “I tell you, boys, this 
is a serious war. But Britain will 
win, God helping her.” 

A. U. G. Bury’s Address, 

“Though 6,000 miles of land and 
water separates us from the sights, 
sounds and smells of the European 
battlefields we shall not have done 
all we can in Alberta till we have or- 
ganized to the full, Though the tide 
of victory is turning towards the side 
of the Allies, yet the best way to in- 
sure the best is to prepare for the 
worst, Make assurance doubly sure, 
and so bring the war to a speedy 
close.” Such was the argument of 
A, U. G. Bury, who urged for enlist- 
mént for overseas service and also for 
home defence by those who cannot 
go overseas but must stay to keep 
the home wheels moving. 

Hon, Frank Oliver, 

“Today civilized liberty stands in 
danger just as did the lone poplar on 
the prairie when a cyclone is blow- 
ing. If the mighty forces of the en- 
emy triumph there will be no free 
civilization in Europe or the world. 
They are warring to put the freedom 
of the world under the heel of a 
military autocracy,” declared Hon. 
Frank Oliver, M.P., in a forceful out- 
line of the occasion of the present 
appeal for recruits. 

“It is our war. It is our danger.

Our 
rights stand in the same danger as 
are those of Belgium, France, Poland 
and Servia, If the Allies are defeated 
where is there in the world a people 
or a nation to say ‘no’ to the order 
of the Kulser?

“Alberta has already done well and 
fo0me may say let other provinces do 
as well as we have done, but that is 
not the way to-win the war,” contin- 
led Mr, Oliver, ‘“Whadt we hnve done 
has been an example and an inspird- 
tion of more value than the men 
themselves.

Most Suitable Work, Will 
Be Given Returned 
Men 


“T want to make it clear that our 
policy will be to have the accommoda- 
tion and facilities provided under our 
echeine fur ahead of our requirements 


80 that no one will be overlooked, 
We have made such’ arrangements 
for the future; and no matter how 


many men there ure to be taken care 
of, we will be able to look after 
them,” 

These were the terms in which B. 
H., Scrammell, its secretary, yester- 
day morning described the scope of 
the work of the Military Hospitals 
commission, and he mentioned that 
he had been informed by telegram 
from Ottawa that the order-in-coun- 
cil empowered the commission to 
maintain the men who are undergoing 
vocational training and their families 
had been approved, and would short- 
ly be signed, This, he explained, ap- 
plied to men who had been discharged 
und pensioned whose disability pre- 
vented them from following — their 
previous occupations. “These men, if 
they desire it,” said he, ‘will be 
trained for some new occupation for 
which they may be suitable, the de- 
cision as to their suitability being 
based partly upon previous experi- 
ence, and largely upon the examina- 
tion which will be carried out by the 
vocational training board, on which 
the vocational officer and the medical 
officer will sit. We are very anxious, 
where a man receives special training, 
it shall be along definite lines that 
will enable him.te. earn as much or 
perhaps more than previously.” ‘The 
revised scale of, pensions,” Mr. Scaim- 
mell added “which recently went in- 
to operation, will help towards this 
considerably.” 

Numbers Cared For. 

Mr, Scammell stated that the com- 
mission had-at the pfesent time 700 
men ir: the convalescent hospitals and 
homes, and ‘about 1,000 out-patients, 
Then there were 250 in sanitariums; 
60 that the commission had about 
2,000 men to deal with and they were 
coming 6n at the fate of from 150 to 
200 per week. 

Speaking Of sétifement On the land, 
Mr, Scammell made it plain that there 
could be no one defined scheme for 
the wnole Dominion. Conditions were 
so different {n most of the provinces. 
“We have to frame not one policy,” 
said he, “but a set of policies. The 
Economic and Development commis- 
sion is going into this matter and 
we derive great assistance from their 
work, as Sir James Lougheed is 
chairman of beth commissions.” Mr, 
Scammell added, in this connection, 
that he was very glad Sir Rider Hag- 
gard was visiting Canada, as hig mis- 
sion would link up work being done 
in the old country with the work be- 
ing done in Canada, 

/ Plans for Rehabilitation, 

“But we have all kinds of plans 
other than on the land, For instance, 
the Canadian Manufacturers’ Assvci- 
ation ts at present making a survey 
in order to ascertain how many they 
can find employment for under pre- 
sent conditions and in the future, So 
far we have had no difficulty in plac- 
ing all the men twho are capable of 
going to work. In some centres: we 
could find work for two or three 
times the number of men who have 
come back.” 

Mentally Affected Cases, 

Regarding the men who, as the re- 
sult of the war were mentally affect- 
ed, Mr. Scammell mentioned that ar- 
rangements had been made with the 
Ontario government in connection 
with the institution at Coburg which, 
he hoped, would be open in_ two 
weeks for the reception of all mental 
ond “borderline” cases. “There are 
men,” said he, ‘who by proper treat- 
ment may be restored, We want to 
remove from these men the stigma of 
the word asylum, The institution at 
Coburg will be known as the Military 
Convalescent hospital and will be for 
the treatmnet of all cases from all 
parts of the Dominion.” 

Mr, Scammell spoke of the absorb- 
ingly interesting character of the 
work of the Military Hospitals’ com- 
mission and he concluded with a 
statement that is sure to receive gen- 
eral endorsation: “There is no com- 
mission that is of equal importance 
or has equal possibilities for the wel- 
fare of the country.” 


FOUR DROWNED 
IN RED DEER 


John Dart, His Wife and Two 
Children Lose Their 
Lives 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

CALGARY, July 9—John Dart, his 
wife and two children were drowned 
in the Red Deer River this afternoon 
at Rosedale, a mining village on the 
C.N.R., aboute85 miles north of here, 

The river is in flood, and the boat 
in which the Dart family, were en- 
deavoring to cross the stream ‘was 
capsized and all were lost. The bodies 
have not been recovered. A telephone 
message from Rosedale gave the news 
of the tragedy, but it contained no ad- 
ditional details, It is believed that 
the victims intended to visit friends 
on the other side of the river, 

Dart, who was a man of about 35, 
was an employee of the Rosedale 
mines. He was a homesteader and 
the mine is op the land which he 
formerly farmed. He was a Canadian 
by birth, and his wife was born in Ire- 
land, :

Utilization of Waste Products, 
From The Times (Engineering Supplement) 


A fruitful direction in which na- 
tional economy can be effected is the 
application of discarded refuse to in- 
dustrial purposes, History affords 
numerous examples of the accumula- 
tion of enormous quantities of practic- 
ally indestructible waste products 
forming unsightly heaps which scienti- 
fic progress has‘ultimately shown to 
possess an intrinsic value. Among 
such collections are the great banks of 
slag produced in the manufacture of 
iron, Many unsuccessfu | attempts 
have been made to utilize this s to 
economic advantage in the manufac- 
ture of bricks, slabs, afid cement, but 
at last a practical method adopted in 
Germany for some years is being in- 
troduced and developed in this coun- 
try. A brick-making plant with a 
considerable output is in full swing in 
South Wales, and a similar plant to 


utilize the slag banks in the neighbor- | 


hood of Cleatof Moor is approaching 
completion. The modern methods of 
road construction required to meet 
the demand of motor traffic havo pro- 
vided a steadily increasing market for

Profits In Sight. 
From the Calgary News-Telogram, 


Following several years of rather 
unsatisfactory operation, and conse- 
quent loss, a bid is being made for the 
Edmonton municipal street railway by 
a syndicate in which some local men 
are interested, The deal has not yet 
been consummated, of course; but the 
fact that it has been made shows that 
the people of Edmonton are not alto- 
gether ratisfied with municipal owner- 
ship. And when any private company 
shows a willingness to purchase at a 
reasonable price the evident infer- 
ence is that the private company ia 
willing to take a chance’ on accom. 
plishing something which the munl- 
cipality has failed to do—show @ profit, 


more radiating lines than any other 
point in the West, or probably in Can- 
ada, except Winnipeg, Toronto or 
Montreal, While the fact that the city 
is aituated on two transcontinental 
tallways, midway between the eastern 
Minit of the prairie and the Pacific 
Coast—almost at the meeting place of 
the mountains and the prairte-—-ip suf- 
ficiently striking to attract attention tt 
fs not more striking than the further 
fact that it is almost at the exact cen- 
tre of the railway mileage of Alberta, 
measured from north to south. The rail 
distance from Edmonton to the inter- 
national boundary by way of Calgary, 
Macleod, Lethbridge and Coutts is 
almost exactly 400 miles. From Ed- 
monton to Grande Prairie City the rail 
distance is 410 miles. When the Pouce 
Coupee extension of the Dunvegan 
railway now under construction 1s 
completed to the B.C. boundary the 
distance t6 that point will be the same, 
To Peace River the rail distance is 310 
miles, and to MeMurray north easterly 
towards the boundary of Saskatche- 
wan the rail distance is 300 miles. 

While the rail distance to the north 
is as great as to the south—the lines 
striking four widely divergent points 
—the importance of the northern sys- 
tem is in some ways much greater 
than that of the south. For business 
Durposes the southern system cuts off 
absolutely at the boundary, while to 
the north the vast navigable water 
system of the Peace, Athabasca and 
Mackenzie rivers give commercial ac- 
cess by steamboat to regions beyond 
for at least a thousand miles, To Ed- 
monton as a city it is of course much 
more important, for while trade to the 
south Is cut off by competition, Ed- 
monton has all the advantage of situa- 
tion in serving the northern trade. 

A few comparisons may fairly be 
nade to bring out in striking form just 
what the eonstruction of this northern 
system of railways may be expected to 
ultimately mean, As already mention- 
od the distance to Grande Prairie or to 
the British Columbia boundary at Pouce 
Coupee is 410 miles, From Chicago to 
St. Paul by the Soo line is 460 miles, 
from 8t. Paul to Winnipeg is 465 miles 
und from Winnipeg to Fort William is 
420 miles. When the actual develop- 
ment and tremendous possibilities of 
Alberta from Edmonton to the inter- 
national boundary are studied the pos- 
sibilities of development of northern 
Alberta can be realized, without com- 
paring at all the regions of only equal 
extent lying between Chicago and St. 
Paul and between St, Paul and Winni- 
peg. 

This railway extension tn the north 
has been achieved so quietly, by per- 
sonal enterprise and with only provin- 
cial assistance, that the impression is 
apt to prevail that it was 
either achieved without having 
to overcome serious engineering difft- 
culties or that construction was not of 
a standard character. The recent ex- 
cursion of men prominent in all lines 
of Edmonton life to; Grande Prairie 
cleared away any impression of that 
character. Not only are there greater 
obstaclos to overcomé between Edmon- 
ton and Grande Prairie than between 
Edmonton and the international 
boundary, or between Chicago and 
Winnipeg, but the standard of con- 
struction is as high. The ruling grade 
between Edmonton and Grarde Prairie 
is five-tenths of one per cent, both 
Ways, Only in crossing the Smoky 
river, in crossing the Saddle mountain 
ond in reaching the Peace is this grade 
increased. ‘It is only fair to say that 
in no part of the Canadian prairie 
west or of the northwestern prairie 
states, are there natural obstacles to 
be overcome that ‘at all compare with 
what occur at these points on the 
Peace River railway. On the Grand 
‘Yrunk Pacific the ruling grade is fou-- 
tenths one way and _ six-tenths the 
other, and on the C.N.R. five-tenths 
and seven-tenths, 

The bridge across the Athabasca Is 
1,000 feet long, of steel and concrete, 
and has a clearance of 48 feet above 
low water. 

The Smoky bridge is 1,100 feet long, 
of steel and concrete and with a 45- 
foot clearance, The drop to the Smoky 
bridge from the level of the country is 
650 feet. The drop is made in ten miles 
on the east side and in eleven miles 
on the west side, with a maximum 
grade of 1.3 feet in the hundred, The 
banks of «..v valley are clay on both 
sides and one and a half million feet 
ot clay was moved in making the var- 
ious cuts. 

The Saddle mountain which sepay- 
ates the Spirit river prairie from the 
Grande Prairie is about twelve miles 
across and has an elevation of 1,200 
feet above both Spirit river and Grande 
Prairie. It has two summits which 
could only be surmounted by heavy 
work and a one per cent. grade, 

The grade down to the Peace River 
on the Central Canada branch makes 
a drop of £50 feet in eight miles, with 
a maximum grade of 2.4 per cent, The 
banks are of clay and 700,000 yards of 
earth had to be moved in making the 
grade. 

Included in the grade down to Peace 
Riyer is the steel viaduct 600 feet long 
and 136 feet high, over the Heart 
river. 

The wooden bridges include a bridge 
ond trestle over the Burnt river 1,200 
feet in length with a drop of 250 feet 
from the prairie level to the bridge. 
‘This bridge is on the main line be- 
[tween the Smoky and Spirit river, 

Between Spirit river and Grande 
Prairie there is another crossing of the 
Burnt, with a drop of 150 feet to the 
ibridge, 

The Sturgeon bridge ten miles from 
| Edmonton is reached by a drop of 225 
feet, on gach side of the valley, 

Thero are Howe truss bridges on 
ithe Saiteaux, the Otauwau, the Swan, 
ithe Asineau, the Drift Tile, the East 
Prairie and West Prairie rivers; and 
the little Prairie bridge has a 60-foot 
ithrough plate steel girder 

For a long distance along the south 
shore of Lesser Slave lake the railway 
is carried along the bank by a side 
cut and the grade is protected by crib 
work or hand laid rip rap, A great deal 
cf drainage work has been found ne- 
cessary in the region near the Atha- 
Lasca and lesser Stave Lake, The final 
completion of the road is delayed and 
the cost greatly increased by the scar- 
city of gravel for ballast, The only 
grave) as yet available for ballasting 
the 100 miles'of main line from Mec- 
Lennan to Spirit river and the Grand 
Prairie and Central Canada branchos 
of 100 miles more is in ghe valley of 
the Smoky ‘near’ the bridge and must 
be hauled up out of the valley and dis- 
tributed on approximately a hundred- 
mile haul each way.

SELLING THE STREET RAILWAY. 


Editor Bulletin: 


Now that the sale of the street rall- 
Way system to some private corporn- 
tion, is being talked of, is it not a good 
time for the people, the common peo- 
lo—the masses, to stop and ask them: 
selves a question? 

It is argued that the strect railway 
in being operated by the city at a loss, 
and that the deficit must be made up 
every year out of the local taxes, 
Granted, But, it must also be borne in 
mind that many people as Individuals, 
ere doing business at a loss, looking 
fort times to change, 

Many of us are holding real estate, 
paying taxes on it, and losing even the 
interest on the money, in the hope that 
the increase of population and indus- 
try, and the settling up of the vacant 
lands of the province wili bring more 
and more business to our city and thus 
create an increase in land values, so 
we can sell at an advantage, 

The street railway is a going concern. 
The franchise alone, the privilege of 
using our public streets, the most 
valuable real estate in our city, is 
worth many million dollars, and it will 
srow and increase in value just as a 
city lot grows in value, Edmonton, 
must, in a few years have a population 
of 200,000, Then consider the splendid 
surpluses our street railway will bring 
in, lowering our taxes year by year, 

We raise children, but during their 
cariler years they cause a deficit, rath- 
er than # surplus but we won't give 
out our children to others, for adop- 
tion on that account, 

Again, The privileged classes every- 
where—the classes who live off the la- 
bor of the masses—are opposed 0 
snunicipal ownership of railways end 
other public utilities, therefore the 
common people should be in favor of 
it. 

The street railway is a monopoly. A 
private monopoly, in the minds of all 
progressive people, is both indefensible 
and intolerable, The city of Winnipeg, 
during years of stress, sold their sys- 
tem to its present owners, who have 
been made millionaires out of it. The 
city sees now, that in so doing it made 
a bad mistake, and are now looking 
forward to 1925 when the franchixe 
runs out so the city can get it back 
again; that enormously valuable pub- 
lic gold mine, a gold mine—the more 
taken out of it the more there is left, 

The street railway is as necessary to 
people as the air they breathe, and 
would it not be an act of supreme folly 
1o hand over to a private company the 
ownership of the air? Again, all the 
money a private corporation get out of 
it, must come out of the people who 
ride on the cars; and will not as many 
people ride them under municipal 
ownership, when every citizen is a 
joint owner and personally interested 
in it, as under private ownership? 

The city council has cut down ex- 
penses during the past year ,and thone 
who run the street railway can do the 
same, If a new management is needed 
it would be far better to) make the 
change than to part with an asset so 
valuable, 

Banks advance money from time to 
time on the value of the franchise, so 
that franchise holders can often get 
money to build their railway without 


having a dollar of their own to put 
into it. And is not the franchise as 
valuable an asset to the city as it 


would be to a private corporation? 

Again in many places the street 
railway corporation practically “owns” 
the council, They are a prolific source 
of corruption among the people's duly 
elected public servants, Will the peo- 
ple here ever allow such an insidious 
enemy to control their public affairs by 
oWning the most important monopoly 
asset of the city? God forbid! If they 
éo, then it is “good-bye, along fare- 
well,” to freedom and liberty. 

Democracy, or government of the 
people, by the people, and for the peo- 
ple, instead of government for the 
benefit of a privileged few to enabte 
them to pile up millions while the 
masses remain “hewers of wood and 
drawers of water,” is now on trial 
throughout the world; and in this city 
it is being put to the test. Shall we 
rise to the occasion and be equal to 
tie responsibility? or shall we an- 
nounce to the world that we are yet 
unfit for self-government? 

The proposed sale of the street rail- 
way should fill with righteous indig- 
nation every thinking person in Ed- 
monton. How the forces of tyranny, re- 
action and public plunder, will rejoice 
should the people ever be so foolish as 
to transfer such a valuable monopoly 
into private hands. Let there be among 
the people the fullest discussion of so 
dangerous a proposal, Yours for pro- 
gress, not reaction,

Edmontonians were recently ex- 
pecting to be visited by a party of 
New Zealand legislators, and prepar- 
ations had been under way for some 
tine previously to give them a suit- 
able welcome to this city, At the last 
moment Edmonton was cut off the 
prorram on the ground that their stay 
in the Dominion was necessarily a 
brief one, extending in all for a period 
of three weeks, and prior arrange- 
ments had been made by the Dominion 
government so that the different sal- 
diers’ camps and munition factories 
should be visited by our overseas 
friends, An effort is being made to 
induce these men to include Hdimon- 
ton in their itinerary should they re- 
turn to New Zealand by way of this 
Dominion, 

A visit such as theirs draws us 
nearer to those of our kith and kin 
who people these beautiful and well 
favored isles of the Southern Pacific 
Ocean, New Zealanders have proven 
time and again how loyal they are to 
the British Empire. 

Some amazing figures were pub- 
lished recently showing what the peo- 
ple of one of the up-country places of 
New Zealand (a.small town of about 
three thousand Persons called Feild- 
ing) had contributed to the Patriotic 
and Returned Soldiers’ Fund of that 
country. At an open air carnival the 
sum of nearly thirty-five thousand 
dollars was raised, while at a lecture 
given by a doctor returned from Gal- 
lipoli the sum of forty thousand dol- 
lars was given, 

More wonderful figures are now to 
hand, In the city of Auckland, which 
is known as the Queen City of the Is- 
land Dominion, with a~ population of 
about one hundred and four thousand, 
a few months since, a large Queen 
Carnival was held. Ladies were sel- 
ected from different representative 
bodies, such as the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Trades and Labor Council, 
Licensed Victuallers’ Association and 
others. leven ladies in all were en- 
tered for the great event, and the one 
gaining the largest number of votes 
was chosen as queen. When the car- 
nival closed down it was found that 
the immense sum of over two hundred 
and seventy thousand pounds had 
been raised, or $ 10,000.00, 

From recent New Zealand papers 
received in this city it is noted that 
this wonderful spirit of liberality was 
in evidence all over the country, and 
humerous instances could be quoted 
to back up this statement, Here is 
one, In a small town called Hastings, 
situated in Hawkes Bay Province, a 
meeting had been held for the pur- 
pose of amalgamating the various so- 
cieties which had been working to 
raise money for Belgian relief, Red 
lief and other funds, Five prominent 
men in the district who were present 
at the meeting subscribed a sum of 
Cross, Sick and Wounded Soldiers’ re- 
sixty-four thousand dollars between 
them, one man giving £5000, another 
£3000, and a third man £2000, and 
three others £1000 each, while the 
man subscribing £2000 stated that in 
his opinion, if a thorough canvas of 
Hawks Bay Province took place, he 
was certain that the Immense sum of 
£200,000 could be raised. 

And then in the New Zealand pro- 
vince named Canterbury a sum of 
over four hundred thousand pounds 
had been raised up to April 29th last, 

Hon, Sir James Carroll, head of the 
New Zealand party of legislators pre- 
viously alluded to, speaking on New 
Zealand's patriotism recently, empha- 
sized the fact that, while New Zea- 
land contained only twice the size of 
the population of the city of Toronto, 
some 57,000 soldiers had been trans- 
ported to the front to fight alongside 
the Canadians and other soldiers from 
the British colonies, forming that of 
the great allied forces, He was also 
proud to mention that over 1,000

Immigration From Across Boun- 
dary During Half Year Cen- 
treing on Province 


During the six months just ended 
there have come to Western Canada 
8,136 immigrants from the United 
States, hese people brought with 
them $2,181,428 in cash and effects, 

Figures showing the remarkabie 
cevelopment of immigration from the 
States have just been issued by the 
Commissioney of Immigration, J. 
Bruce Walker of Winnipeg. 

As compared with the correspond- 
ing periods of 1915, each successive 
week of this year has shown a grati 
fying increase, For instance dut- 
ing the week ending June 27 last g02 
settlers arrived with $68,034 in eash 
and $81,950 in effects, In the week 
ending June 29,: 1916, there were 147 


settlers with $15,457 in cash and 
$9,225 in effects. 

Not only is development in this 
way noted, but the records of the 


first six months of this year also in- 
dicate the growth of the movement. 
In January there were 392 new- 
comers from the States, and they 
brought in $75,447 in cash and $2,835 
in effects, In June there were 1,393 
with $275,078 in cash and $122,477 
in effects, This was by no means 
the best month. 

Most of the settlers have come to 
Alberta. The proportion is about 40 
per cent, to Alberta, 30 per cent. to 
Saskatchewan, 26 per cent. to Manl- 
toba and 5 per cent to British Colum- 
bia and Western Ontario.

446 EMPLOYEES 
OF CITY JOINED 
FOR WAR SERVICE 


Deputy Mayor Defends Civic 
Depts.—Returned Soldiers 
Will Get Consideration 


Deputy Mayor McArthur says that 
he thinks a certain amount of injustice 
is being done to civic employees in the 
light in which they are being placed 
with regard to recruiting and the em- 
ployment of returned soldiers, Up to 
date 446 civic employees have enlisted 
fur overseas service, out of this num- 
ber some 67 being contributed by the 
street railway and 40 by the fire de- 
partment. 

“As it is necessary,” sald the deputy 
mayor, “that the public should have 
full information upon the matter to 
correct the bad impression that has got 
abroad, I would add that at all times 
recruiting oiffeers have been welcomed 
at the civie block and every possible 
agsistance given them to carry on thelr 
work, 

“With regard to the returned sol- 
diers,” said the deputy mayor, ‘the 
fact is that we have not been kept in- 
tormed of the men available and need- 
ing jobs. In justice to the street rail- 
way manager it should be said that 
these men went there asking for work, 
and after being informed of the duties 
that would have to be performed de- 
clined the positions, For the last three 
months we have not been informed 
that there were men requiring posi- 
tions. The superintendent of the street 
railway also asserts that he has taken 
care to put on no temporary man who 
is unmarried or eligible for enlist- 
ment.”

War Front Is Not In Condition f I 


Of Fixtty. 

Paris, July 7, via London,—One 
significant point of the Somme offen- 
sive which is following the slow and 
progressive course foreseen, is that it 
constitutes an answer to Chancellor 
Von Bethmann-Hollweg’s claim to 
make the war map the basis of peace. 
In fact, the political object of all. the 
allied offensive blows at this moment 
is the same, They demonstrated, as 
they were intended to do, that the 
European front is not in a condition of 
fixity, whereas the allies control of 
the seas and the possession of the 
German colonies is a permanent state 
of things which the German army and 
fleet are unable to change, 

The allied armies are at present 
confirming on the battlefield Premier 
Asquith’s reply to the Chancellor, 
Russia’s capture of Bukowina and 
the Franco-British seizure of nineteen 
Picardy villages, coupled with the 
successful French defense of Verdun, 
have an enormous diplomatic value in 
enabling the Allies to bring home to 
the central empires and neutrals that 
they are in a position to modify the 
war map in thelr fayor both on the 
east and the west, while the presence 
of Franco-British troops at Saloniki is 
evidence that the occupation of Serbia 
is not necessarily permanent,
